ITie number of works this year submitted for our inspection is 503 
being an advance on last year, as that was on the immediately preceding 
year, showing a steady increase in proportion to the additional number 
ot Schools of Art connected with the Department. All the stages of 
the course are represented on this occasion, though necessarily some 
more tully than others. J 


As is to he expected, the largest number of works are shown, and the 
severest competition takes place in the earlier stages of the course. Into 
these the peculiar training of the Department enters most largely, and 
by them the bias is given to the future progress of the student ; it is 
satisfactory therefore to be able to report that many works in these stages 
have been found worthy of reward. 


In that class wherein the student is first directed to the study of 
natura objects, “ foliage and flowers from nature, stage 10,” the imitation 
ot rigid forms is succeeded by that of more varied examples; and the 
pupil has to pay attention to intricacy of parts, to the fore-shortening 
ot leaves and stems, as well as to make constant allowance for that 
tendency to change and fade which is inherent in natural growths The 
number and excellence of the works in this section is a satisfactory 
evidence ot the value of the earlier and perhaps drier studies. 

In the stages devoted to the study of light and shade, there is evidence 
of much well-directed labour joined to a varied execution, which shows 
that peculiar technical methods are wisely postponed to the study of 
the more essentia) qualities of form and relief. The new examples in this 
stage, casts of fruit and foliage from nature, seem judiciously introduced 
as an interchange with the more purely ornamental examples ; it would 
however be desirable to adopt a specific subject of this nature, and one 
on which the amount of labour would render the studies in this stage 
more equally competitive. e 


The life studies continue to be insignificant in number, and with little 
of marked exceUence. This class is doubtless beset with many difficulties 
especially in the Provincial Schools; but in all the Schools careful draw- 
ings may be made from the head and hands ; and it is most desirable that 
such should be simple, and that attention to colour, and its rendering in 
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liirht and dark, should lie deferred until the student has fully mastered 
the difficulties attending the delineation of form and expression. 

Last year we had to regret that but few painted studies from flowers 
and foliage (stage 14) were submitted in competition. On this occasion 
more works and of a better character have been sent. 1 he examples in 
stage 15 also, “ groups as compositions of colour, are not deficient in 
number • but the student should be reminded that careful and close 
imitation of the effects of light and shade, of the texture and qualities of 
surface, of the result of the juxtaposition of tints and hues, together 
with the delicacies of gradation, form a necessary and essential part ot 
the study in this stage, in which a higher object is proposed than mere 
conventional and common-place renderings of the materials grouped tor 

Stage 22 d. is an essential branch of study, in order to form the taste 
of the student on fine examples of the ornamental designs of past ages. 
It is satisfactory to be able to speak highly of the competition in this 
section, which gives evidence of sound teaching, and we have consequently 
been able to reward liberally. 

There are also a few satisfactory works m the modelling stages. 

In conclusion, the increased number of medals which we have telt 
ourselves justified in awarding evinces our sense of the continued exertions 
of the masters ; and from a review of all the classes brought under our 
notice we have reason to conclude that the instruction in the various 
schools is going on satisfactorily & L EA g> rL AKE.
